wlctz,  the  Department  of  Agriculture's  fruit  specialist  in  Eurnpo.  All 
American  apples  were  in  light  supply  except  Albormarle  Pippins  from 
Virginia^  supplies  of  which  ^yyere  literal.     A.11  American  fruit  offered 
v;as  in  good  condition.    Demand  v/as  good  for  barreled  apples  and  gDod 
for  most  varieties  of  boxed  apples  except  '.Vinesaps. 

Supplies  of  Washington  '.Vinter  Ilelis  pears  .vere  light.     The  * 
fruit  was  in  good  condition.    The  i^rice  paid  /;as  about  4r5  cents  lo;7er 
than  last  wee'tc  and  from  73  cents  to  ^'l-l^  bolow  the  price  paid  at  this 
time  a  year  age.  '  ' 

Lcndcn  prices  ruled  considerably  below  those  paid  at  Liverpool 
for  the  same  grades  and  varieties  of  apples.     Supplies  of  all  .American 
apToles  7;ere  light  except  Virginia  /dbermarle  Pippins  and  Oregon  ITewtowns 
which  \»/ere  in  moderate  supply.     The  demand  was  good  for  the  yellow 
varieties  but  moderate  f  cr  Yorks  and  b:xed  'Jinesaps.
